GERMANY. 





REVIEW OF ECONOMIC POSITION. 


‘When the report on Germany’s economic and 
financial condition in 1920 was being written, the 
hope existed that it would be possible, in reviewing 
1921, to relegate public finance and currency ques- 
tions to their proper, not too prominent, position in 
such a report and to present a clear picture of indus- 
trial and commercial development on nearly normal 


lines. Such is unfortunately far from being the 
ease. There has, of course, been further progress 


towards order within the country; the more distress- 
ing features resulting from the war have almost 
completely disappeared; work has been plentiful 
and the resumption of overseas relations has taken 
place on a vast scale; but the bases of commercial 
life—stability of exchange and the granting of 
credit—are apparently as far from a satisfactory 
condition as ever.”’ 

With these words the Commercial Secretary to 
H.M. Embassy, Berlin (Mr. J. W. T°. Thelwall), 
opens his Report (as at March, 1922) upon the 
Keonomic and Financial Conditions in Germany. 
He then proceeds to deal with the outstanding diffi- 
culties of the present conditions. 


Toe CurreNcY PROBLEM. 


'l'o deal first, he writes, with the root cause of most 
of the difficulties which exist in the re-establish- 
ment of acceptable commercial intercourse between 
Germany and other nations, more particularly her 
late enemies, namely, the depreciation of the mark 
—this is always attributed, without any attempted 
justification, to two causes :—(a) the large issue ot 
paper money, and (b) the necessity of purchasing 
large amounts of foreign currency beyond that 
which is secured in the ordinary way of trade. As to 
(a), it should be noted that the total note issue in 
Germany, including loan bureau notes, on 3lst 
December, 1921, amounted to 121,964,200,000 paper 
marks, which, at the rate of 850 marks to the 
pound, is £143,487,300. In 1914 the active circula- 
tion in Germany amounted to 5,500,000,000 marks, 
which equalled £275,000,000. In the United King- 
dom the active circulation in 1914 amounted to 
£214,000,000, in 1921 to £454,000,000. The gold 


cover in Germany on 3lst December, 1921, 
amounted to 993,697,000 marks, which equals 
£49,448,817, and represents, therefore, a very 


reasonable proportion to the true value of the note 
cuculation. It cannot consequently be contended 
that the present degree of depreciation is merely 
justified by inflation, because, although the latter 
is undoubtedly the fundamental cause of the evil, 
these figures show that it has not reached a stage 
Which would warrant so great a decline as has 
actually taken place; nor has such depreciation 
actually occurred in the internal value of the mark, 
though the latter slowly follows the external one. 


SPECULATION IN MARKS. 


Another contributory cause must, therefore, be 
looked for: this is found in the tremendous amount 
of mark speculation which is indulged in on all 
exchanges of the world, and is, as always in such 
cases, based, not upon facts, but upon rumours 
which, as often as not, have their origin. in nervous- 
ness, Although Germany cannot, of course, prevent 
such international eambline in her currency, she 
Can exercise a very-considerable influence upon the 
direction which it will take.

] 
Gey man exchanges has assumed very large propor- 


ons, and suitable legislative restrictions against 1t 
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would probably also exercise a steadying effect else- 
where. I'urther, the practically universal habit of 
cuphasising the difficulties of the country without 
pointing out the many improvements which have 
taken place since the end of the war, and the in- 
herent strength of the German position, in the end 
produce a feeling of depression and apprehension 
outside Germany which is not warranted by the 
facts, and which finds its expression in loss of con- 
fidence in German currency in other countries. 
Another cause which is frequently adduced to 
account for the low value of the mark and its wild 
fluctuations is the fact that Germany owes extremely 
large sums to the Allies chiefly in the form of re- 
parations. In this connection it must be pointed 
out that it is not the fact of the indebtedness which 
depresses the mark, but rather the manner of meet- 
ing it. As long as each large payment is provided 
for by the printing press and not, as it should be, 
by loans and taxation, it will naturally lead to a 
temporary collapse of currency. 
CERTAIN ADVANTAGES. 

Betore leaving the question of a depreciated 
mark, it 1s essential for a true understanding of the 
situation to examine whether there are not certain 
advantages attached to it from the German point of 
view. Any such suggestion is, as a rule, angrily 
repudiated, but in any impartial review it cannot 
be ignored. There can be no doubt that Germany, 
which is industrially highly productive, has been 
able during the past year to attract to her- 
self a large part of the world’s trade in 
manufactured goods owing very largely to the 
low rate of the mark, and in a time of general 
depression, such as the present, this alone is a 
boon of almost incalculable value, particularly 
to a country which has for over four years been cut 
off from the rest of the world. It is the low mark 
which has enabled her to return to her former over- 
seas markets and to open up new ones. It has en- 
abled her to proceed apace with the reconstruction 
of her mercantile marine, as German ships, which 
ave paid for in paper marks, can earn freights paid 
in gold. Further, it is the low mark which has, 
during the past year, saved Germany from the 
crushing burden of unemployment under which the 
remainder of the world has laboured so heavily. It 
is obvious, therefore, that there must be a large 
section—or perhaps it would be better to say a 
powerful section—of the German nation ‘which con- 
siders a low rate of exchange its most effective com- 
mercial weapon, and is in no hurry to lay it aside. 
It is, moreover, a section which is financially suffi- 
ciently strong and influential to make itself felt on 
the international exchanges. Curious as it may 
seein, the low mark has also been the means of 
enabling the German manufacturer and exporter to 
re-establish foreign balances. Had the mark not 
been low, they could not have sold their goods and 
obtained foreign currency in the ordinary way of 
business. Now they have been able to do so, and 
the great anxiety of two years ago concerning the 
supply of raw material has thereby been removed. 
It is, on the other hand, equally certain that the 
depreciation, above all, the fluctuations of German 
currency, have, apart from the great difficulties 
which they place in the way of regular trade, 
directed German commercial life into channels 
which may, and in fact probably will, lead to very 
serious crises in the future unless the mark is 
stabilised at so low a rate that hardly any deflation 
has to.take place. This, however, would hardly 
seent possible in view of.the universal international 
agreement which would be necessary to make such 
stabilisation effeetive. If, as seems more probable, 
the mark is left to adjust itself, a considerable im- 
provement may be expected.once the present differ- 
ences: between Germany and the Allies are settled, 
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and Germany will then pass through a period of 
difficulty greater than any since the middle of 1919. 
Subpventions vo [Npusrry ANv TAXATION. 

The next most important factor which has to be 
taken into consideration in attempting to present 
Germany’s position is, of course, her Budget; and, 
from the industrial and commercial point of view, 
in particular, the items which merit special scrutiny 
are those which might be considered as subventions 
to industry and those connected with taxation. So 
much has been published concerning the former that 
they need be only briefly recapitulated here with 
the remark that, in the memorandum to the Repara- 
tions Commission of 28th January, 1922, Dr. Wirth 
has promised their cessation, but during 1921 they 
were still in operation—namely, the controlled price 
of coal, the Government purchase of foodstuffs 
(8 milliard marks during the calendar year 1921, 
but 22°8 milliard marks during the financial year), 
the deficits in railways, posts, and telegraphs. 

As was pointed out last year, Germany had by the 
beginning of 1920 passed a mass of taxes and had 
at the same time carried through a reform of tax 
collection, two measures which were so far-reaching 
that no attempt could be made to gauge their effect 
for some considerable time. It was also then 
pointed out that the burden which these new taxes 
represented was dangerously heavy. It has now 
been possible to watch the dual reform in operation, 
and it must be confessed that it is as yet far from 
effective. This is shown, not so much by the 
revenue derived from taxation, which has risen 
iargely, as by the general liquidity of the money 
market and the sums available for speculation, in- 
vestment and ordinary purchases. In endeavouring 
to enforce the old taxes and to introduce new ones, 
the German Government has admittedly had to con- 
tend with very serious difficulties. One was the 
reconstitution of the executive machinery which has 
led to the introduction of large numbers of new and 
inexperienced officials and removed many of the 
older ones from areas to which they had become 
accustomed ; but the opposition from the Right and 
Left was a much greater difficulty. During the 
larger part of the year the effective opposition came 
as a matter of fact only from the Right, as the work- 
ing classes and the lower middle classes, who had 
chiefly objected to indirect taxation, could, on the 
one hand, not evade such taxation of this nature 
as had already been passed, and, on the other, they 
were compelled to pay the direct taxes, their in- 
comes being moderate and fixed and, therefore, 
easily assessed. The position with regard to com- 
merce and industry has, however, been quite 
different; in the first place, the Laws were »o 
voluminous and so obscure that neither the autho- 
rities nor the taxed could find their way through 
them with any degree of certainty; secondly, the 
majority of this portion of the nation was in opposi- 
tion to the Government, and had been so ever since 
the time of the acceptance of the Peace Treaty. It 
had, therefore, strong objections to paying heavy 
taxes which, it felt, were in the main due to repara- 
tions. The result of long delayed and inaccurate 
assessments during 1921 was usually a compromise 
between the taxation officials and the taxpayer. 

In the new series of taxes which Dr. Wirth intro- 
duced in August last, as a result of the acceptance 
of the London ultimatum, the same stubborn opposi- 
tion on the part of certain industrial and financial 
circles made itself very strongly felt. There were. 
ef course, also difficulties with the Socialists, whe 
are strongly opposed to indirect taxes; but by far 
the most prolonged and most dangerous struggle was 
with the Right; in fact, after an acute crisis, it was 
only towards the end of Januarv, 1922, that a settle- 
ment was reached. The chief bone cf contention 
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between the Government and the industrialists has 
from the beginning been the delivery im the form of 
taxes of the so-called ‘‘ gold values.’’ At one time 
when industry feared that the Government would 
forcibly lay its hand on these values—i.e., either 
raise a further levy on capital, or collect a certain 
proportion of private foreign balances—it was pro- 
posed to arrive at some voluntary arrangement by 
which the Government could make use of a portion 
of the foreign credits at the disposal of industry, 
After a great deal of talk, however, this plan was 
apparently given up and has, in the latest compyo- 
mise, been replaced by a forced loan. It must be 
clearly understood that the criticism 1s not directed 
against the amount of taxes passed and proposed, 
which is very severe, but only against the ineffec- 
tiveness of their collection. 


ForrEIGN TRADE. 


To turn to that vital index of an industrial coun- 
try’s well-being—foreign trade: it is regrettable 
that the figures provided are not complete. Such as 
they are, amazement must be expressed at the small 
returns shown for exports. The figures for 192] 
cover a period when Germany was _ working 
extremely hard and selling extremely rapidly. In 
no branch of industry are stocks available, and 
naturally the question arises, Where has all this 
vast production gone? If it was exported, the 
return can only be called quite inadequate; if it was 
bought by the German people, the latter must have 
a purchasing power which would point to an even 
greater freedom from taxation than is indicated 
above. As, however, it is difficult to believe either 
that the German exporter receives a much lower price 
for his goods than he need, or that the bulk of the 
German production can, under present conditions, 
be absorbed within the country, the only alternative 
seems to be that the German manufacturer who 
sells his goods abroad also makes his profit on them 
abroad, and not at the time when they leave the 
country, thus utilising for his own ends that 
Foreign Trade Control Organisation which has come 
to exist almost solely for his benefit, but is the 
despair of the German no less than of the foreign 
trader. It will be quite impossible to obtain any 
clear picture of Germany’s imports and exports as 
long as they are primarily subject to the regulations 
of the Voreign Trade Control Offices; but, quite 
apart from this, the system forms a most serjous 
impediment to Germany’s foreign trade as a whole, 
particularly because it ignores the principle that 
trade is not merely a one-sided affair, but consists 
of buying and selling, and partly because it makes 
the conclusion of contracts extending over more than 
a week or two impossible owing to the frequent alter- 
ation in prices which it imposes. As in the case of 
the taxes it is extremely difficult to learn the 
numerous, ever-changing regulations of the Foreiga 
Trade Offices, and any person offending against 
them, even unwittingly, is treated with a ruthless- 
ness which might possibly be justified under wat 
conditions, but which is intolerable at any other 
time. While undoubtedly the system prevents large 
imports from entering Germany, it 1s open to ques- 
tion if it does not interfere equally effectively wit 
the exports of Great Britain; in fact, it is in all pro- 
bability one of the most harmful of those restrictive 
measures which have unfortunately appeared In # 
number of countries, their intention being to stimu- 
late home trade at the expense vf others, but thei 
effect leading invariably to an intensification of that 
stagnation 1n international trade which is one of the 
sreatest evils from which the world is now suffering. 
‘The present German system is the successor to the 
(terman pre-war protective tariff, but 1t 1s 1n every 
wav inferior to it, not the least of its demerits bemg 
that, while a tariff produces revenue fur the State, 
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the system is entirely unproductive, except possibly 
for certain private interests. The contention that 
the removal of import prohibitions would lead to 
further large purchases of foreign currency and 
thereby cause a further depreciation of the mark 
cannot well be maintained: for one thing, those who 
really wish to import prohibited articles do so sur- 
reptitiously, and pay more than they would other- 
wise; and, secondly, the general impetus to trade 
which the removal of such restrictions would bring 
with it would more than compensate for any such 
purchases. 
(GENERAL PROSPECTS. 


The fuel and food situation, the cost of living, 
and wages are dealt with briefly in the body of the 
Report. As to the two first, these are no longer in 
an acute stage, though they naturally still present 
difficulties, particularly the large imports of bread 
cereals which continue to be necessary. However, 
there 1s every reason to anticipate a progressive 
umprovement during the coming years. As to coal, 
many complaints have been made during the last 
two or three months as to shortage owing to repara- 
tion deliveries; but the position, both as regards 
actual internal production and an improvement in 
fring methods, is better than last year; besides, 
there can be no valid reason why those sections of 
German industry which have a fair export trade 
should not be supplied with foreign coal if home 
supplies are inadequate. The cost of living has 
naturally risen steadily, and towards the end of the 
year rapidly, in conformity with the fall of the 
mark. Wages have ever followed in its wake, but 
have never caught it up. 

Vor Germany the year 1921 has, for the most 
part, been one of commercial and industrial success, 
which is, even more than last year, in marked con- 
trast to the financial difficulties of the Reich. Re- 
parations and the various conferences connected 
with them have still dominated the situation. New 
proposals towards the solution of this problem have, 
in addition to the taxes mentioned in this report, 
been put forward by the German Government as a 
result of the decisions arrived at at the conference 
at Cannes in 1922; but the effect of these proposals 
lies in the future, and in the meantime the question 
still awaits a settlement, much to the detriment not 
only of Germany, but of all other countries. The 
chief obstacle to such a settlement is the difficulty of 
ebtaining a clear impression of Germany’s actual 
position. Therefore, one of the most welcome 
announcements contained in the letter from the 
German Government to the Reparations Commis- 
sion is that stating that in future statistics of the 
hnancial and economic conditions in Germany will 
again be published, as before the war. In the 
meantime, pending the result of the latest proposals 
of the German Government, more particularly those 
connected with taxation, and pending the publica- 
tion of detailed figures concerning her foreign trade, 
it would seem impossible to arrive at any definite 
decision, which is the more regrettable as the results 
= delay are so far-reaching. Germany benefits for

TRADE DEPRESSION AND THE GROWTH OF 
EXPENDITURE. 


The Government of the Netherlands has suifered 
from troubles similar to those commonly experienced 
by European countries since the collapse of the 
trade boom. Trade has been depressed, the por- 
tentous fall in the value of the German mark has 
embarrassed a country whose geographical position 
involves close business relations with Germany, and 
national expenditure has materially outstripped the 
erowth of the national revenue. On Ist January 
the Floating Debt of the country was 855,422,451 
florins, of which 726,740,000 florins consisted of 
Treasury Bills in the hands of the public, the 
the balance consisting of Treasury Bills discounted 
by the Netherlands Bank, value of 1 and 2} florin 
currency notes, and the balance of the Government 
Post Office Cheque Service; notwithstanding a 
decrease which had been effected by the latest Dutch 
East Indian Loan of 38 million florins. It must be 
understood that this Floating Debt is not entirely 
for account of the Netherlands, as on 7th November 
5343 millions were due from Dutch Overseas Posses- 
sions, and further, the sum of 150 million florins was 
due to the Netherlands Government by Foreigu 
Governments and Departments and _ Institutions 
organised during the late war. 

Were it, however, certain that the credit requite- 
ments of the Netherlands Government were fully 
satisfied, the laree unfunded debt would not per- 
haps be the cause of such great anxiety, but in the 
Budget for the year 1922 a sum of 1912 million 
florins is foreshadowed as required for Extraordinary 
iixpenditure over and above the Extraordinary 
Revenue amounting to 15°8 million florins. The 
Ordinary Expenditure is expected to exceed the 
Revenue by 28 million florins, so that the total 
credit requirements for the current year have been 
calculated at 220 million florins as regards the 
Netherlands. Moreover, the Dutch East Indian 
deficit, estimated at 190 mullions, includes. both 
Ordinary and Extraordinary Revenue and Expen- 
diture, so that the total requirements of the Govern- 
ment during the coming year for the Netherlands 
and the Dutch East Indies may be estimated at 410 
million florins. It was doubtful whether there was 
even a remote chance of this amount being funded 
in Holland in view of the disorganised condition of 
the money and stock market, and the failure of the 
last issue of the Netherlands East Indian Govern- 
ment Loan of 100 million florins, of which only 56 
millions were subscribed. Negotiations with 
American bankers were commenced for a loan in the 
United States, and on 15th December a Bill was 
presented to the Second Chamber to authorise the 
issue by the Netherland East Indian Government 
of 100 million dols. at a maximum of 74 per cent. 
in America, free of income tax, and repayable in 25 
years, 40 million dols. of which were promptly taken 
up at the rate of 945 per cent. by the Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York on the basis of 6 per 
cent. interest per annum, payable half-yearly. 

The principal sources from which the Netherlands 
derives its income are undergoing the result of the 
world’s depression in trade.

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THE PURCHASE OF GERMAN MARKS.

‘The Hague (Mr. R. V. Laming, O.B. E.), in his 
Report, dated Febr uary of this year, points out that 
with the continued depression of the mark large 
sums have been involved for their purchase. At the 
end of October a conservative estimate of the hold- 
ing of marks by Dutch capitalists and speculators 
was put at 17,000 millions, whereas on the other 

hand, German holdings of Dutch florins have not 
been ‘computed. It is “evident, however, that these 
are considerable from the fact ‘that there are eleven 
German banks established in Holland, which it is 
understood handle German business practically ex- 
clusively, and the failure of the revolving credit to 
Germany which the Netherlands Government 
admitted on 7th November, 1921, had only been 
used to the extent of 263 millions of the 60 million 
marks provided for foodstuffs, of which 24 millions 
had been repaid, leaving a balance of 23 millions, 

and of the 140 million marks for raw material only 
114 millions had been made use of. This failure 
of the scheme to provide foreign capital for 
German manufacturers may, therefore, be ‘con- 
sidered superfluous, and German-held funds are 
apparently available in sufficient quantities to 
finance purchases from and through Holland. 
Other evidence of German-held capital abroad is 
the offer by the Rhine-Elbe Union to prov ide one of 
the municipalities in the Dutch Kast Indies with a 
loan in return for certain concessions, and the latest 
information that a loan of 10 million florins issued 
by the municipality of Amsterdam has been largely 
taken up by German investors. It is therefore not 
surprising that a movement is on foot on the 
Amsterdam Exchange to admit foreign members, 
who are at present “not only debarred from mem- 
bership of the Stock Exchange but also of the 
Bankers’ Association. 

INDUSTRY AND PRODUCTION. 

The situation at the end of 1920 was not improved 
in 1921, and the year has been disastrous owing to 
many causes, the principal ones being the decline 
in foreign exchanges and the full effect of the Kight- 
hour Act. As a result of the general financial 
situation of the country, credit was extremely tight, 
and the depreciation of stocks caused banks to insist 
on the liquidation of the credits with, in most 
cases, disastrous results. At the same time as these 
forced liquidations the market for the finished 
article became more restricted every day, and com- 
petition with countries where the labour rate was 
lower on account of the exchange became impossible. 
At the same period the effects of the Kight-hour Act 
were also being felt throughout the country ; output 
being reduced “and the w aves bill increased. More- 
over, in industrial cireles ‘the bureaucratic methods 
of administering the Act caused considerable annoy- 
ance and required an inerease of administrative 
staff. Attempts to introduce other forms of protec- 
tion against competition from countries with lower 
exchanges have practically received no support 
from industrial circles, with the exception of 
woollen industries in Brabant, and a section of the 
cigarette manufacturers. On the other hand, prac- 
tically all other manufacturers, including those in 
the cotton textile industry, were in favour of a free 
market, at the same time urging the Government to 
withdraw the restrictions put on output by the 
Kight-hour Act, and the excessive taxation for 
social purposes. Especially towards the end of the 
vear it became evident that efforts were being made 
towards a reduction of wages, with the result that a 
strike broke out amongst the metal workers, which 
ended in the beginning of 1922 in a reduction in 
wages of 10 per “cent. for adults, and 15 per cent. 
for juveniles being arrived at. There are signs that 
in other industries similar reductions will be made, 
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and collective contracts reduced. ‘The unemploy- 
ment figures for the whole year are misleading as 
regar ds the state of industries, as in connection with 
the Kight-hour Act a larger ‘number of hands has 
been required. All hopes are fixed on the continued 
depreciation of foreign currencies in their native 
countries to the same level to _— — buying 
power abroad has been diminished, so that wages 
and costs of production and ser may yt 
levelled up. 
PROSPECTS FOR BRITISH ‘TRADE, 

From the general trend of the Commercial Secre- 
tary’s Report it will be seen that prospects of trade 
are far from being hopeful. British trade and that 
of countries with high exchanges especially are at a 
disadvantage. On the other hand, the movement of 
inland depreciation of countries with low exchanges 
is slowly making headway, with the result that con- 
ditions become more equal and competition possible. 
Moreover, the result of delay in executing outstand- 
ing orders and no less the insecurity as to the pay- 
ment for contracts is having the inevitable result 
that buyers no longer look exclusively to Germany, 
Although efforts are being made by a Duteh- 
German Chamber of Commerce to re-establish con- 
fidence, complaints steadily appear in the press of 
orders plac ‘ed in Germany of which the prices upon 
completion are increased arbitrarily. On the other 
hand, the British exchange has remained practic- 
ally stable. In addition, British prices have also 
decreased with the further advantage that freight is 
no longer such an important factor to be counted 
with. No special line of British produce can be 
singled out at this moment to stand the first chance 
of gaining a greater demand, for reasons which are 
cbviously due to the depressed conditions in all 
trades. Provided no change for the worse takes 
place and the decline in prices of raw material 
continues, the outlet for British produce will be 
much improved. 

At one time it was hoped that the institution of a 
regular forward market with daily quotations of 
foreign exchanges would assist trade, but the un- 
reliability of certain deliveries at contracted prices 
is not overcome by the establishment of this insti- 
tution. Although a good deal of business was done 
in goods from countries with depreciated exchanges 
by ‘and through the medium of agents, it may “be 
noted that owing to the low rate of exchange very 
small profits were being made by these agents, who 
experienced considerable difficulties in covering 
their expenses when profits and commissions ex- 
pressed in marks were converted into florins.

GERMAN DEBTS TO ALLIED CREDITORS. 

The Arbitral ‘Tribunal of Metz recently delivered 
judgment to the efiect that by Article 297, Section 
B, of the Treaty of Versailles the securities of a 
German debtor deposited as surety with his British 
creditor are subject to retention and liquidation to 
the benefit of the Allied Powers. 

The German Clearing Oftice, according to a report 
forwarded by H.M. Ambassador at Paris, had 
opposed this view on the ground that the responsi- 
bility of the German Government for the payment 
of debts to creditors of Allied countries was sufii- 
cient guarantee, and argued that they should take 
charge of such securities. 


REVISED PORTUGUESE CONSULAR FEES. 

A Portuguese Decree, No. 8112, dated 19th Apvil, 
and published in the ‘‘ Diario do Governo ’’ on that 
date, makes various modifications in the new Regu- 
lations concerning the levy by Portuguese Consular 
officers of fees for declaration of cargo shipped to 
Portugal, particulars of which were given in the 
notice at page 60 of the issue of this ‘* Journal ”’ 
for 19th January.

Note 4.—In any case the fee for declara- 
tion of cargo may not be less than 4} escudos. 

Goods for which a Customs certificate of ‘‘ tem- 
porary exportation ’’ is presented are now exempt 
from payment of the fee, and the present Decree 
provides for the refund of the fees already paid in 
respect of declarations of cargo for foreign casks 
admitted into Portugal on a “‘ temporary importa- 
tion ’’ basis under the Decree of 19th November, 
1920 (see page 723 of the issue of the ‘‘ Board of 
lrade Journal ”’ for 16th December, 1920). 

Under the Decree of 12th December last it was 
provided that where bills of lading of goods are 
produced to Portuguese Custom Houses without the 
corresponding declaration of cargo, the receiver or 
Consignee of the goods was to be subjected to a fine 
equal to twice the Consular fee due. This provi- 
sion 1s somewhat modified by the present Decree, 
which authorises the Customs, when circumstances 
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warrant it, to fix a period for the presentation of the 
declaration of cargo, duly viséd and properly dated, 
subject to the deposit by the interested party of the 
consular fee and the fine. 

The fine for non-production of declarations of 
cargo will not be imposed in the case of goods which 
have been transferred en route, those which come 
into Portuguese ports with bills of lading with 
option for unspecified ports, those which are carried 
in vessels calling at Portuguese ports for orders and 
are sold there, and those which are not accompanied 
by a declaration of cargo owing to the non-existence 
of a Portuguese Consular officer at the port of 
shipment.

PORTUGUESE CONSULAR FEES ON GOODS 
CONTRACTED FOR BEFORE st JANUARY. 

With reference to previous notices on the subject 
of the fees charged by Portuguese Consular officers 
for the legalisation of declarations of cargo for 
goods shipped to Portugal, H.M. Minister at Lisbon 
reports that goods contracted for before Ist 
January, 1922, will be admitted into Portugal on 
payment of the fees specified in the former Tariff of 
Consular Fees, subject te proof being supplied by 
the shippers that the goods were in effect bought 
before that date. As regards fees already paid on 
the new scale for goods purchased prior to Ist 
January, refund of the difference between the sums 
chargeable under the old and new schedules can 
only be authorised by the Ministry of Finance. It 
will, therefore, be necessary for shippers who desire 
to claim such a refund to forward full particulars 
of their claim to the Ministry of Finance in Jusbon, 
with documents proving the date of the purchase 
contract. The Board of Trade are not in a position 
to state whether or not such claims will be enter- 
tained. 


REMOVAL OF FOOD CONTROL IN EGYPT. 

The Egyptian Government has decided to liqui- 
date the Department of Supplies when the present 
stocks of flour have been disposed of. Meanwhile 
it is proposed that the Department shall continue 
selling limited quantities of Government flour to 
bakers till May, while importers are advised to make 
their arrangements to revert to pre-war conditions 
of trade.

With reference to previous notices on the subject 
of the fees charged by Portuguese Consular officers 
for the legalisation of declarations of cargo for 
goods shipped to Portugal, H.M. Minister at Lisbon 
reports that goods contracted for before Ist 
January, 1922, will be admitted into Portugal on 
payment of the fees specified in the former Tariff of 
Consular Fees, subject to proof being supplied by 
the shippers that the goods were in effect bought 
before that date. As regards fees already paid on 
the new scale for goods purchased prior to Ist 
January, refund of the difference between the sums 
chargeable under the old and new schedules can 
only be authorised by the Ministry of Finance. It 
will, therefore, be necessary for shippers who desire 
to claim such a refund to forward full particulars 
of their claim to the Ministry of Finance in Juisbon, 
with documents proving the date of the purchase 
contract. The Board of Trade are not in a position 
to state whether or not such claims will be enter- 
tained. 


REMOVAL OF FOOD CONTROL IN EGYPT. 

The Kgyptian Government has decided to liqui- 
date the Department of Supplies when the present 
stocks of flour have been disposed of. Meanwhile 
it is proposed that the Department shall continue 
selling lLmited quantities of Government flour to 
bakers till May, while importers are advised to make 
their arrangements to revert to pre-war conditions 
of trade. 


AMERICAN TRADE VISIT TO EUROPE. 

A Foreign Trade Tour to the United Kingdom 
and Europe of Americans prominent in commerce, 
industry, and finance, is being organised by the 
American Express Company. The party leaves 
New York ‘on &th June, and the organisers are 
anxious that a group representing British business 
interests should join the tour in London, it is pro- 
posed, on Ist July. 

Every member of the tour will come into close 
contact with the countries visited, their peoples, 
customs, commerce, and industry. The leaders have 
been selected for their particular fitness for their 
duties. 

The Tour should appeal especially to bankers, 
Chambers of Commerce, and commercial and 
industrial organisations which can send_ re- 
presentatives.

CHANGES IN THE ImrorT TRADE. 

Under the heading live animals, food, drink and narcotics, 
spirits, condensed and sterilised milk, sugar, prepared 
opium, cigarettes and tobacco all showed substantial 
decreases. Under raw materials, benzine and petroleum 
showed decreases, but slight increases are recorded in 
lubricating oil and Para rubber. The principal increases 
under the heading of manufactured articles are, telegraph 
and telephone materials, machinery (unenumerated), car- 
riages and carriage materials, roofing and _ building 
materials, and stationery. Textiles, cotton goods, ironware, 
motor cars, and tramway and railway material all showed 
decreases. 

Export TRADE.

Under the heading live animals, food, drink, and narcotics 
—-exports of dried, salted, and fresh fish, coffee, tapioca, 
mineral and erated waters, padi and fresh vegetables 
showed increases, but losses are recorded in _ rice, 
areca nuts, fruits, sugar cane, coconuts, and catile. 
In raw materials, rattans, firewood, and timber showed 
increases, but decreases are recorded in the case of 
metals, Para rubber, copra, and tin ore. Of the manu- 
factured articles, bricks and tiles, earthenware, mats and 
matting and soap, all showed decreases, but a small in- 
crease was shown in woodenware.

The re-export trade during the year 1921 amounted 1 
5,393,998 dols., as compared with 6,882,027 dols. for 1990, 
This amount was practically absorbed by the re-export of 
manufactured articles, which in 1921 amounted to 4,526,855 
dols., as compared with 5,749,832 dols. in 1920.

The German Official Index Number of Wholesale Prices, 
published in ‘‘ Wirtschaft und Statistik,’’? shows that there 
was a further large rise of prices between February and 
March. The revised figure for February, representing the 
average prices of the month, was 4,103; and the pre- 
liminary figure for March, representing prices in the middle 
of the month, is 5,229. The analysis by groups of commodi- 
ties in comparison with the three immediately preceding 
months and with March, 1921, is as follows :—

PROPOSED STATE MONOPOLY IN 
ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES. 


(From H.M. Minister.) 
CHRISTIANIA. 

With reference to the proposed Norwegian State Mono- 
poly in alcoholic beverages, the Christiania press recently 
announced that the Cabinet have decided to submit a pro- 
posal to the Storting for the grant of a concession to a com- 
pany to be formed under the name of Aktieselskapet 
Vinmonopolet for the sole import and sale of alcoholic 
beverages. The monopoly will not, however, include beer 
under 4°75 per cent., nor does it embrace the retail of 
alcoholic beverages by chemists or doctors who dispense 
medicines. The rights of the ‘‘ Samlags ’’ are also said to 
have -been preserved. 

The concession is to be granted for a period of ten years 
to run from lst July, 1922, the day on which the monopoly 
comes into force, and may be renewed for further periods 
of five years. The minimum capital of the company * 
to be fixed at 15 million kr., and the maximum capital at 20 
million kr., and it is proposed that an annual dividend of 
5 per cent. shall be guaranteed by the State. In addition 
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to this guaranteed dividend shareholders will have the 
right to a further dividend, based on a fixed scale, of up, to 
2 per cent. when the total net surplus profit amounts to 
5 million kr. 

Three members of the Board of Management, including 
the Chairman and Vice-Chairman, are to be nominated by 
the Crown, while the remaining two are to be nominated 
hy the shareholders. The Chairman of the Board of 
Management must be a business man, and the Managing 
Director, who is to be appointed by tle Board of Manage- 
ment, must be a business man with expert knowledge of thie 
trade. 

Subject to the approval of the Storting, the company is 
to be financed jointly by the Bergen’s Privatbank and 
Christiania Bank and Kreditkasse. The offer of these two 
banks to finance the enterprise remains open until 15th 


May. 





POLAND. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN 1921. 
(From the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation.) 





Warsaw. 

The weight of imports into Poland during 1921 was 
4,698,077 metric tons (exclusive of goods from Danzig), as 
compared with 3,529,811 metric tons in 1920, an increase of 
33 per cent. 

The weight of exports from Poland during last year 
amounted to 2,028,044 metric tons, against 620,292 metric 
tons in the previous year, an increase of 1,407,752 tons, or 
227 per cent. 

ANALYSIS OF IMPORTS AND Exports. 


An analysis of the import figures shows that imports of 
foodstuffs in 1921 exceeded those in 1920 by 95 per cent. ; 
the increase of raw materials was 17 per cent. and of semi- 
manufactured goods 135 per cent. The import of coal from 
Upper Silesia in 1921 amounted to 2,851,993 tons. 

With regard to exports there was a reduction of 2 per 
cent. in the export of foodstuffs in 1921 as compared with 
1920. The export of raw materials increased by 700 per 
cent., that of semi-manufactured goods decreased by 13 
per cent., while that of manufactured goods increased by 
290 per cent. 

The figures given do not include the trade returns with 
Soviet Russia and the Ukraine, as to which no reliable 
information is obtainable. 


SWITZERLAND. 


ELECTRICAL AND MOTOR INDUSTRY, 
1921. 

In his recent Report on the Finance, Industry, and Com- 
merce of Switzerland (H.M. Stationery Office, price 1s. 9d. 
net), the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Berne 
states that the electrification of the Federal Railways has 
given good employment to the electro-technical industry, 
but the general difficulties encountered during the period 
under review have had their effect on the export trade, 
for which the factories mostly work. Some of the large 
factories export as much as 80 to 90 per cent. of their 
production. Foreign competition has been much felt in 
both the home and foreign markets, and so severe did it 
become as regards accumulators, cables, incandescent lamps 
and lamp stands that the import of these articles has been 
restricted. The export trade of dynamos and electrical 
motors in 1921 amounted to 5,359 tons, valued at 32,467,000 
francs as compared with 5,046 tons, valued at 30,939,000 
francs, in 1920. France is the chief importing country, 
her share in 1921 amounting to 1,264 tons. The share of 
the United Kingdom was 360 tons. 

he export of electric meters is considerable, and 
‘mounted to 357 tons, valued at 7,433,000 francs, of which 
the United Kingdom and Belgium each imported 71 tons. 
Other markets are France, Italy, Czecho-Slovakia, Austra- 
lia, Japan, Brazil, Chile, and Holland. 

The exports of telephone instruments, cables, etc., is very 
small, for the factories work principally for the home 
market. 

The exports of incandescent lamps in 1921 amounted to 
106 tons, valued at 3,247,000 francs. Italy, which absorbed 
64 tons, was the chief market for these goods. 

he construction of electric locomotives has made much 
Progress, and very powerful machines have been built to 


the order of the Federal Railways. Three locomotives were 
€xported to Peru. 
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THe Moror-Car INbustry. 

The passenger motor-car industry has fallen on evil days. 
Trade figures show that in 1913 Switzerland exported 842 
cars, whilst during the nine months ending 30th September, 
1921, only 142 cars were exported. As regards imports, the 
movement is in the contrary direction, for while only 986 
cars were imported in 1913, 3,107 were imported in the first 
nine months of 1921. The majority of the imported cars 
were of the light type, for which a good demand exists. 
Most of these cars came from France and Italy. The 
United Kingdom share was only 27 cars. 

Moror CYCcLes. 

The total export trade of motor-cycles in 1921 amounted 
to 357,000 francs, as compared with 308,000 francs in 1920. 
The United Kingdom motor-cycle industry has, however, 
been more successful, and in 1921 headed the list with 
imports to the value of 702,000 francs, followed by the 
United States and Germany with 426,000 francs and 314,000 
francs respectively. The principal export markets for the 
Swiss industry are Italy, France, and the Dutch East 
Indies with 145,000 francs, 99,000 frances, and 50,000 francs 


respectively.

SANTOS. 

The tables below give statistics of the principal imports 
and exports through the port of Santos during the year 
1921. When studying these figures it must be borne in 
mind that whereas the average value of the milreis during 
1920 was 133d., during 1921 it has been only 83d. The pur- 
chasing power of the community has thereby been greatly 
impaired, and while the decrease in the value of imports 
has been about 17 per cent. in paper milreis, in sterling it 
has been as much as 50 per cent.

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The decrease in the value of imports from the United 
States was not only due to the fall in value of currency 
but also to the fact that American firms are no longer 
delivering up to contract dates or paying sufficient atten- 
tion to quality and packing. In the case of the United 
Kingdom the decrease has been chiefiy due to the rate of 
exchange, but also to the high price of British manufac- 
tured articles. It is known and realised in Brazil that 
British goods are unequalled in quality, but their prices 
are often prohibitive, and where the purchasing power was 
already reduced by other factors, imports from the United 
Kingdom have naturally suffered.

As regards exports, the decrease in the milreis value was 
insignificant, whereas in sterling it was almost 50 per cent. 
It will be noticed that there has been a very considerable 
decrease in the values of cotton, rice, lard, and beans ex- 
ported, caused by a reduction in the quantities shipped. 
These four articles were produced and exported exten- 
sively during and after the war period, because world 
markets were ready to absorb all that could be obtained, 
and at high prices. During 1921 conditions underwent a 
change, competition became severe, and the Brazilian pro- 
ducer was dissatisfied at the hard work entailed to main- 
tain quality, and equally so with the prices obtainable. 
Up-country estate owners, therefore, fell back on the staple 
crop, namely, coffee, for which, owing to Government assist- 
ance, they were able to obtain high prices. The soil is 
undoubtedly suited to the production of rice and cotton, 
but as long as coffee prices are maintained at high levels 
the production of other articles will remain sufficient only 
for the requirements of local consumption. 

The average price of coffee realised during the year 1921 
shows a rise of 100 per cent. on that realised in 1920, and 
this explains the large increase in the value of the exports 
to Holland, Spain, and Norway during the past year. The 
various decreases in the value of exports are due to lesser 
quantities of goods having been shipped.

(From H.M. Minister.) 

Buenos AIREs. 
_ The Budget Committee of the Chamber of Deputies has 
issued its report on the Estimates for 1922 as sent to 
Congress by the Executive, and has placed the total expen- 
diture of the Administration at 527,592,991 dols. paper 
currency, in cash, and 51,747, 250 dols., in bonds, for public 
works (together, say £50,981,941). Furthermore, another 
20,616,263 dols. is allocated for subsidies for different charit- 
able institutions in the Capital, Federal Territories, and 
Provinces, making a grand total of 599,956,504 dols. (say, 
£52,796,172, or, say, £48,242,414 in cash, and £4,553,753 
in bonds). 

The Committee estimates the Revenue at 551,931,685 dols. 
paper (say, £48,569,988) in cash, leaving a small surplus in 
cash of £327,574, but making necessary the issue of bonds 
to the amount of £4,553,758.

RUSSIA. 
TAXES ON CARGOES OF FOREIGN 
VESSELS. 
(From the British Commercial Mission.) 
Moscow. 
The Commissariat for Foreign Affairs states that the 
following taxes are levied on the cargo of foreign vessels 
calling at Russian ports :— 

(1) 4 kopeck in gold per pood for grain, salt, hay, straw, 
fertilisers, clay (except colouring clay), chalk, lime, 
plaster, cement, alabaster, non-precious stones (except 
marble), coal, coke, unrefined oil, oil residues, ore, slag, 
clay, bricks, and wood. 

(2) 1 kopeck in gold per pood for all kinds of seeds, flax, 
hemp, tow, by-products, flour, cereals, lumber, and tar. 

(3) 2 kopecks in gold per pood for all other merchandise. 


SPAIN. 


STATE CO-OPERATION PROPOSALS IN 
RAILWAY SERVICES. 


In consequence of the difficulty experienced by the 
Spanish railways in maintaining a service adequate to the 
public requirements, the State has declared itself willing to 
co-operate in the manner laid down in a Project of Law of 
4th April, which has been presented to the Cortes. 

According to the proposed Law, which was published in 


the ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ”’ of 5th April, the exploitation of. 
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SHIPPING AND RAILWAYS—Continued. 





the railways shall be regulated as follows from the date 
of its promuigation:— 

The State shall organise at its own expense any work 
of development or improvement, and shall acquire any 
material which may be considered necessary in order to 
adapt to public requirements the railways of public service 
at present in existence, even though they may be the object 
ef concessions, if the improvements, ete., have not already 
been put in hand by the concessionaires. The joint under- 
taking (the result of the co-operation) shall be managed by 
the concessionary companies, but in accordance with stan- 
dards set by the Railway Board (a newly-formed body). 
These standards, while safeguarding the interests of the 
State, shall leave as free as possible the management of 
the railway companies. 

PROPOSED POWERS OF THE Ratiway Boarp. 


the Railway Board, among other powers, may propose re- 
distribution of the lines, either by means of transferring 
the working or administration, or by redeeming the con- 
cessions, or other means, the rights of the concessionary 
companies being always considered. They may propose the 
buying up of the remainder of a concession, and may super- 
vise the technical, economic, and financial management of 
the companies and their respective railways. (A delegation 
shall be formed for this purpose, which shall attend meet- 
ings of shareholders, etc., and can apply for the interven- 
tion of the Board if anything illegal or detrimental is 
noticed in the management). 

The Board shall also approve of the railway tariffs, 
taking into consideration certain expenses. The rates may 
last for a period not exceeding six years. 

Proposep DIvIston or PROFITS. 


As regards profits, the costs of working and _ pensions 
shall be deducted from the gross takings, and the re- 
mainder shall be divided between the companies (in prepor- 
tion to the actual and present value of the business, the 
working of which belongs to them during the period con- 
cerned) and the State (in proportion to the actual and 
present value of the share of capital contributed by it). 
In both cases the Board will fix the value, taking as basis 
the effective capital invested by the concessionary com- 
pany. The actual vaiue to the concessionary shall in no 
case exceed capitalisation at 5 per cent. of the average 
ret proceeds during the previous fifteen years. The com- 
pany are to have 4} per cent. of the remainder above-men- 
tioned for their services in managing the joint undertaking, 
this claim being given priority. 

In certain cases, however, when the actual value of the 
business, the working of which belongs to the concessionary, 
exceeds the nominal capital of the mortgage bonds guar- 
anteed by the business and issued before the establishment 
of the joint undertaking, the first expenses to be deducted 
from the remainder of proceeds each year shall be the 
interest and the money for amortisement of the said bonds. 
In this case the concessionary shall have the right of pre- 
ference not exceeding 3 per cent. of the difference between 
the actual value of its participation in the business and the 
nominal value of the bonds in circulation when the joint 
undertaking came into being. An account shall be opened, 
called the ‘‘ Redeemed Bonds Account,’’ to be divided be- 
tween the concessionary and the State, the latter’s share 
Leing repayable by the concessionary to the State. 

CONCESSIONARIES AND THE PROJECTED LAW. 


The concessionary shall be subject to the provisions of 
this Law, including those relating to the redemption of the 
concession or the consolidation of national ownership of the 
railways, and if the concession was conceded in perpetuity. 
the working of the same shall be reduced to 99 years, count- 
ing from the date on which the State assistance began. 

The consolidation of national ownership may anticipate 
the expiry of the respective concessions, and shall include 
everything used in connection with the railways, their 
working or administration, but shall not include mining 
concessions or works belonging to the concessionary com- 
panies, although the produce is consumed by the railways. 

The amount to be paid annually to the concessionary 
when the concession is redeemed before expiry shall be fixed 
by the Consejo de Ministros on the proposals of the Rail- 
way Board, taking into consideration the proceeds of the 
working in the past and the estimates for the future, not 
counting the portion brought by the State.

COLOMBIA. 





MINERAL RESOURCES. 


The mineral resources of Colombia are known to he 
extremely rich. Gold is found in the Departments of Antio- 
quia, Cauca, Narifio, Tolima, and Santander, as well as in 
the regions of San Juan, Atrato, and Caqueta. Silver is 
mined in Antioquia, Caldas, and the Cauca Valley. Plati- 
num is found in Choco, especially in the rivers Condoto and 
Iro, and this, together with gold, is the principal produc- 
tion of the country at present, states the Commercial 
Secretary to H.M. Legation at Bogota in his Report 
on the Finance, Industry, and Trade of the Republic 
of Colombia (H.M. Stationery Office, price Is. net). 
In the Eastern Cordilleras there are known to be 
large deposits of iron, coal, copper, quartz, asphalt, 
sulphur, lead, quicksilver, alum, saltpetre, limestone, 
gypsum, and marble. The emerald mines are one 
of the principal public assets controlled by the Govern- 
ment, and are claimed to be among the richest deposits 
known. The emerald production is worked at Muzo and 
Coscuez in the Department of Boyaca. Salt mines and 
springs are very abundant in Zipaquira, in the Depart- 
ment of Cundinamarca, a few miles from Bogota. The 
extensive salt deposits have long been worked by the 
Government and the revenues from these mines amount to 


about 1,000,000 dols. per year. 
DEVELOPMENT OF PETROLEUM INDUSTRY. 


During the past year the interest in the Colombian 
petroleum fields has been much increased by the influx of 
numerous prospectors seeking concessions and likely zones 
for exploitation. A large amount of money has been 
expended during the last ten or twelve years in prospecting 
and putting down wells which have shown no results. The 
petroleum deposits in Colombia, however, would appear to 
be considerable in spite of the fact that very little produc- 
tion has so far taken place. The deposits occur in both the 
cretaceous and tertiary series, in grades from heavy oil of 
asphaltic type to a light paraffin base of 41 deg. Beaumé. 
In the vicinity of the Caribbean and Pacific coasts, oil has 
been found in many localities in varying but small quan- 
tities. In the Magdalena Valley and the Eastern Cordil- 
leras are cretaceous oils, some of which occur in tertiary 
strata. The Colombian areas which may be classified as oil 
districts comprise about 34,000 square miles, of which some 
6,000 are areas of possible exploitation. The few square 
miles which can as yet be called proven oil territory are 
principally in the Carere region on the east bank of the 
Magdalena river near Barranca Bermeja, where three wells 
only are producing oi] and in a quantity which can yet be 
said to denote an experimental stage of operation. 
Geologists agree that the zones in the middle portion of the 
Magdalena Valley appear to be extremely favourable areas 
for exploitation. 

Prerroteum Laws. 


The existing legislation governing the working of petro- 
leum fields is framed rather to protect national rights than 
to attract foreign capital, a fact which tends rather to 
hamper development. The Petroleum Laws are being 
studied from various points of view, both by the Colombian 
authorities and the representatives of foreign interests in 
the country, with a view to modifying them by such amend- 
ments as will permit foreign companies to undertake opera- 
tion in Colombia under more favourable conditions. The 
public discussion of petroleum questions in Colombia has 
been complicated and confused by the great number of 
opinions expressed on the part of individuals who have no 
practical knowledge of the petroleum industry. The great 
majority of representatives of foreign companies who have 
attempted to do business have been of the speculative kind 
rather than experienced and trained geologists or engineers.

COTTON GROWING IN FRENCH COLONIES. 
(From the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy.) 


Paris. 

French textile manufacturers are much concerned at the 
likelihood of a scarcity of cotton in the near future and for 
some time past have turned their attention to French 
colonies as a source of supply. 

In an article in ‘‘ L’Exportateur Francais ’ 
made to the experimental] station on the banks of the 
Niger, and the writer, M. Leon Archimbaud, Deputy for 
the Dréme and ‘ reporter ”’ of the Budget of the Ministry 
of the Colonies, appears to think that the yield of cotton 
per hectare in French West Africa might be increased with 
medern metheds. If the proposed irrigation works were 
carried out the Niger valley could supply from 75,000 to 
300,000 tons of cotton per annum, the lower figure being 
reached on the basis of the present yield with native 
methods of 100 kilogs. per hectare. 

Another colony which might produce a larger quantity 
of cotton is Indo-China. The Government of the colony is 
endeavouring to improve communications with the uplands 
of Cambodia, which yield a cotton of first-rate quality. 

[t has also been suggested that the West coast of Mada- 
vascar is suitable for cotton growing on a considerable

IMPORTATION OF BRITISH FILMS. 


It is stated in the February issue of ‘‘ Commerce,’’ the 
oficial organ of the Sydney Chamber of Commerce, that the 
Collector of Customs advises with regard to the proviso to 
Tariff Item 320 (C) (2) in connection with cinematograph 
films declared as of United Kingdom origin and exported 
from the United Kingdom to Australia, that it has been 
decided that on and after Ist April, 1922, any importation 
of films for which the benefit of the United Kingdom pre- 
ference is claimed by importers must be accompanied by a 
special declaration by the supplier that such films were 
printed from negatives the produce or manufacture of the 
United Kingdom. 

Arrangements have been made with the Commonwealth 
film censors to examine all films declared and entered as of 
United Kingdom origin with a view to detecting any evid- 
ence which would denote that the negatives are of other 
than of United Kingdom origin. All films bonded as of 
United Kingdom origin prior to the introduction of the 
proviso to Item 320 (C) (2) and now remaining in bond are 
subject to that proviso, and the necessary outienes as to 
whether the negatives from which they were printed were 
the produce or manufacture of the United Kingdom will be 
required before delivery for home consumption is allowed at 
the lower rate of duty.

REVISED CUSTOMS TARIFF: FINAT, 
AMENDMENTS. 

The Board of Trade have received copy of the revised 
Customs Tariff for Australia as finally passed by the 
Commonwealth Parliament on 16th December, 1921. 

The original Tariff which was introduced into the 
Australian House of Representatives on 24th March, 1920, 
was published as a Supplement to the ‘“‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 22nd April, 1920. It was subsequently dis- 
cussed by both Houses and many amendments were made, 
the majority of which have already been notified in various 
issues of this ‘‘ Journal’ from May, 1921, to January, 
1922. The following is a final statement showing the 
amendments to the Customs Tariff which have not hitherto 
been published in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ :—

DEPRECIATED CURRENCY SURTAX: 
CLASSES OF GOODS AFFECTED. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner in New Zealand has forwarded 
copy of a Notice issued on 3rd March, 1922, by the New 
Zealand Customs Department specifying in detail the 
classes of goods on which the depreciated currency surtax 
is leviable on importation into the Dominion. 

The full text of the Notice is as follows :— 


It is hereby notified for public information that the fol- 
lowing is a list of the classes or kinds of goods of which 
the importation into New Zealand is deemed by the 
Minister of Customs under Section 13 of the Customs 
Amendment Act, 1921, as amended by Section 18 of tlie 
Finance Act, 1921/22, to prejudicially or injuriously affect 
New Zealand or some other part of the British Dominions. 

The Special Duties imposed by Section 13 of the Customs 
Amendment Act, i192], on goods imported from countries 
having a depreciated currency is therefore payable on all 
goods enumerated in the said hist. 

Firearms. 

Hats of Felt (including felt hoo!:, blocked, sewn, or 
otherwise worked), whether of wool. fur, or other material 
or mixtures of the same. 

Paper, writing. 

Paper, printing. 

Perfumed spirits and Cologne water, if they are, under 
the Tariff, liable to ad valorem duty.

RELAXATION OF CERTAIN EXPORT 
RESTRICTIONS. 

The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge’’ for 17th April contains a 
Decree of the Ministry of Industry and Labour, dated 16th 
April, which permits the exportation of fodder molasses, 
cattle food molasses, and apples from Belgium without 
export licence. 





EXPORTATION OF HORSES, ETC. 
A Decree of the Belgian Ministry of Agriculture, dated 
5th April and published in the ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ”’ for 9th 
April, abrogates the Decrees of 5th and 21st January last 
(which were noted at pages 138-9 of this ‘‘ Journal ”’ for 
2nd February) and provides that, with the exception of 
mares recovered from Germany and marked with an “ A” 
on the left side ofthe neck and shoulders, the exportation 
of horses, ete. (solipédes) from Belgium may be effected 
without licence requirement, subject to a frontier sanitary 
inspection in respect of which a fee of 25 francs per animal 
is payable by the exporter. 





CUSTOMS DUTIES ON GERMAN GOODS. 

A Belgian Royal Decree of 18th April, published in the 
‘‘Moniteur Belge’ for 22nd April, prolongs until 3lst 
December next inclusive the period of operation of the 
special Customs duties at present applicable to certain 
goods originating in or coming from Germany. 

[ Nore.—Particulars of these duties, which were estab- 
lished by a Royal Decree of 3rd November last and 
approved by a Law of 8th April, 1922, were given at pages 
522-8 of the issue of this ‘‘ Journal ”’ for 17th November, 
1921. Certificates of origin are at present required for 
coods of the kinds affected, when imported into Belgium 
from the United Kingdom or other European countries

NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF. 


With reference to the notice at page 443 of the ‘‘ Board 
of Trade Journal ’’ for 27th October last, H.M. Represen- 
tative at Sofia reports that the new Bulgarian Customs 
Tariff came into operation on 10th April, and is in the main 
in accordance with the Draft Tariff already received.

EGYPT. 


IMPORTATION OF LIME-TWIGS 
PROHIBITED. 

The Egyptian ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of Gth April contains a 
Law (No. 13 of 1922), for the protection of birds useful to 
agriculture, which provides, inter alia, for the prohibition 
of the importation into and manufacture in Egypt of lime- 
twigs and any viscous materials which have been prepared 
with the object of being used in the capture of birds. 








NOTICE TO SUPPLIERS OF ALCOHOLIC 
VARNISHES. 

The Egyptian ‘‘ Journal Officiel ”? of 10th April contains 
a Notice issued by the Ministry of Finance advising im- 
porters of alcoholic varnishes in Egypt, in order to avoid 
delay in the clearance of these goods through the Customs 
Houses, to notify their suppliers to set out clearly the fol- 
lowing information in their invoices :— 

(1) The percentage by volume of alcohol contained in 
their varnishes ; 

(2) Whether the alcohol contained in the varnishes is 
denatured, and if so, the nature and percentage of 
each article used in denaturing.

HUNGARY. 


GOVERNMEN T AUTHORISED TO REDUCE 
CUSTOMS DUTIES ON MACHINERY. 

In virtue of a Decree (No. 2711/1922) of 18th March, the 

Hungarian Minister of Finance is authorised to reduce the 

Customs duties on machinery and fittings intended tor the 
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establishment or enlargement of industrial undertakings 
entitled to Treasury subsidies under the 1907 Law for the 
State Encouragement of Industry, and which cannot be 
obtained or manufactured in Hungary. 

{| Nore.—Under a Law of 1907 for the State Encourage- 
ment of National Industry, factories for producing articles 
in which an increased output was required in the general 
economic interests of the country, were, under certain con- 
ditions, exempted from payment of all taxes and duties, 
and the Minister of Finance was authorised to grant 
Government subsidies to single concerns or to promote the 
organisation of such concerns by means of participation. |

PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt of copy and translation 
of a Hungarian Decree, No. 1306/P.M., dated 30th March, 
which provides that the surcharge levied when the Hun- 
garian Customs duties on goods (other than those specified 
in lists ‘‘ A,’’ ‘‘ B,”’ or ‘‘C’’) are paid in paper currency, 
is fixed at 16,900 per cent., instead of 11,900 per cent. as 
fixed by Decree No. 7/P.M. of 2nd January. All such 
goods are, therefore, subject, as from 5th April, to duties 
equal to 170 times the nominal Tariff rates.

GOVERNMENT EMPOWERED TO MODIFY 
THE CUSTOMS TARIFF. 

The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ” for 23rd April contains the 
text of a Law, dated 22nd April, supplementing, by way 
of legislative authorisations, the provisions of the Customs 
Tariff which was promulgated by Royal Decree of 12th 
February, 1922. [A translation of the Tariff in question 
was published as a Supplement to the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ”’ for 23rd February. | 

A complete translation of the Law is given below. For 
the most part it is identical with the Bill in the form 
submitted to the Cortes (see pages 356-7 of the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal’’ for 30th March), the principal modifica- 
tion being the insertion of two new paragraphs in the First 
Subdivision of the Measure. The new paragraphs are 
printed in italic type. 


Law oF 22np Apri, 1922. 


The provisions contained in the Cusioms Tariff promul- 
gated by the Royal Decree of 12th February last, in virtue 
of the authorisations conceded by the Law of 20th March, 
1906, are supplemented by the following authorisations :-— 


First.—The Government is authorised to concede, in 
respect of specified Tariff headings, duties lower than those 
established in the second column of the Tariff promulgated 
by Royal Decree of 12th February, 1922, to any country 
which grants equivalent advantages to Spanish products. 
These réductions may not be of general character, but must 
relate specifically to particular Tariff headings, and, as a 
general rule, they may not exceed 20 per cent. of the duties 
established by the second column of the Tariff. 

Advantages which, in virtue of this authorisation, may he 
conceded by the Government to any country, may not be 
applied to any other country except in virtue of a special 
Convention, and in return for equivalent advantages in 
favour of Spanish products. 

As regards the Spanish-American Republics, the Govern- 
ment may make use of this authorisation by taking up the 
question of supplementing the general Treaties of Peace 
and Friendship in exchange for favoured treatment of 
Spanish goods, interests or services. 

In order to make use of this authorisation, the Govern- 
ment shall consult the ‘‘ Comisién Protectora de la Indus- 
tria Nacional’’ and the ‘‘ Comisién Permanente de la 
Junta de Aranceles.’’ 

The power to accord reductions (of duty) of more than 
20 per cent. in exceptional cases may only be exercised by 
the Government within one year from the date of promul- 
gation of this Law. 
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Second.—The Government may restrict the importation 
of one or more classes of goods, or of all goods, coming from 
any country which restricts, by way of import licence 
regime or otherwise, the volume of imports of Spanish 
products. 

Third.—The Government is authorised to transform into 
ad valorem duties the specific duties assigned to those pro- 
ducts the values of which can be easily determined in virtue 
of the regime established by the Royal Decree of lst 
February, 1922.* In this event, the ad valorem duty shall 
be equivalent to the specific duty established by the Tariff. 


The Government is likewise authorised to transform into 
equivalent specific duties the present ad valorem duties, if 
the present system is found to be prejudicial to the interests 
of the State and of the national economy. 

In order to make use of this authorisation, the Govern- 
ment shall ascertain the views of the ‘‘ Comisién Per- 
manente de la Junta de Aranceles”’ and of the special 
Department for the application of ad valorem duties 
created by the Royal Decree of Ist February, 1922.* 


Fourth.—The Government is authorised, after consulting 
the ‘‘ Comisién Permanente de la Junta de Aranceles ’ 
(which in turn shall hear the representatives of the coal 
producers) to reduce the duty under Tariff Nos. 33 and 34 
to 7.50 pesetas, making it equal to the duty under Nos. 30, 
31, and 32, which is also 7.50 pesetas, and the modified duty 
may be reduced, during the five vears of the operation of 
the Tariff, within the limits specified below :— 

In the second year the duty may be reduced to 7 pesetas. 


In the third year the duty may be reduced to 6.50 
pesetas. 


In the fourth year the duty may be reduced to 5.50 
pesetas. 


In the fifth year the duty may be reduced to 4.50 
pesetas. 


The Government is authorised to reduce, after consulting 
the ‘‘ Comisién Permanente de la Junta de Aranceles,’’ the 
duties under Tariff Nos. 252, 253, 260, 261, 262, 263, 265, 266, 
267, 272, and 273, by an amount equal to the rebate of the 
protective duty on coal and coke, multiplied by the coeffi- 
cients which indicate the average proportion of coal and 
coke required in order to produce a unit of weight of each 
of the products falling under the Tariff Nos. specified. 

The Government is likewise authorised to reduce the 
specific duties under other Tariff Nos. of Classes [V. and V. 
of the Tariff by so much per cent., equivalent to the reduc- 
tions established for the products referred to in the fore- 
going authorisation, in such a way that the margin of pro- 
tection accorded by the Tariff shall remain unaltered, and 
that the duties shall only be reduced in the amount to 
which, by unit of weight, the duty on the siderurgical pro- 
duct utilised as a semi-manufacture may have been reduced. 

The authority here granted is without prejudice to the 
‘ First ’’ authorisation set out above. 

Fifth.—Finally, the Government is authorised :— 

(a) To prohibit the importation of merchandise from any 
country when extraordinary circumstances justify 
such a measure. Action taken shall be reported to 
the Cortes. 


(b) To impose export duties on, or prohibit the export 
of, any class of goods, if the national interests so 
require. 

(c) To take the necessary measures in order to protect 
national industries against foreign ‘‘ dumping,’’ in- 
dustrial or economic. Action taken shall be reported 
to the Cortes. 


(d) To modify Tariff Schedule II1.+ of the Customs 
Tariff, if necessary, in such a way as to protect direct 
shipments (to Spain). 

(e) To amplify the ‘‘ Repertorio ”’ for the application of 
the Tariff with the references recommended or dic- 
tated by experience, but without altering in any 
manner the exact application of the various Tariff 
headings in conformity with the textual prescriptions 
and intent of the same. The ‘‘ Comisién Permanente 
de la Junta de Aranceles y Valoraciones ’’ shall be 
previously consulted in this matter, as also in ques- 
tions arising as to the interpretation of the Tariff.

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EXPORT OF EARLY POTATOES. 

The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ”’ for 16th April contains a 
Royal Order, dated 15th April, which authorises the expor- 
tation from Spain of 30,000 metric tons of potatoes of early 
varieties grown in the provinces of Almeria, Barcelona. 
Valencia, and Granada. The export, which may only take 
place through specified Custom Houses, is subject tea 
export duty of 10 pesetas per ton. 








EXPORT OF LENTILS. 

A further Royal Order, dated 12th April, and published 
in the ‘* Gaceta ”’ for 14th April, authorises the exportation 
of 2,500 metric tons of lentils, subject to the payment of an 
export duty of 1 peseta per 100 kilogs. 





SWITZERLAND. 


MONOPOLY DUTIES ON ALCOHOL, 
DISTILLATION MATERIALS, ETC. 

The ‘ Recueil des Lois édérales ’? for 22nd March con- 
tains a Decree of the Swiss Federal Council, dated 17th 
March, regarding the sale of spirituous beverages and the 
collection of the monopoly duties thereon. The right to 
import ‘‘ trots-stz”’ and alcohol is reserved exclusively to 
the Alcohol Monopoly, but spirits, liqueurs, full-bodied 
wines, fruit ethers, extracts and essences for the prepara- 
tion of spirituous beverages, alcoholic juices of fruits or 
berries, fruits preserved im alcohol, and similar products 
may be imported by private persons on payment of the 
monopoly duty prescribed. Certain raw materials suitable 
for distillation are also subject on importation into Swit- 
zerland to the monoply duties specified in the Decree, but 
such duties are to be refunded if the importer is able to 
prove that the materials in question have been used in such 
a manner as to render them unsuitable for the production 
of alcohol. Raw materials of foreign origin, covered by the 
monopoly, which have not paid monopoly duty, may only be 
distilled on the authorisation of the Alcohol Monopoly and 
on payment of a monopoly duty of 285 francs per hectolitre 
of absolute alcohol produced.

EXCISE DUTIES ON WINES. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt of copy of a Nether- 
lands Royal Decree, dated 15th March, providing for the 
levy of Excise duty on wines, as from 16th April, as 
follows :— 

I.—A wine excise duty of 20 florins per hectolitre is payable 
on unsweetened wines to which no alcohol has been added, and 
on sweet wines, in so far as such wines do not contain more 
than 15 litres of alcohol per hectolitre, at 15 deg. C. 

II.—A wine excise duty of 20 florins per hectolitre and a 
spirit excise duty of 18 florins per hectolitre, is payable on :— 

(a) Wines which contain more than 15 but not more than 18 
litres of alcohol per hectolitre at a temperature of 15 deg. 
Centigrade, and contain not less than 40 but not more 
than 125 grammes of invert sugar per litre;

TREATY OF PEACE (HUNGARY) ORDER, 
1921. 


RULES RELATING TO DIRECT SETTLEMENT OF DEBTS OWING TO 
BritrisH NATIONALS BY HUNGARIAN NATIONALS PURSUANT 
TO THE CONVENTION OF 20TH DECEMBER, 1921, BETWEEN 


THE BRITISH AND HUNGARIAN GOVERNMENTS. 


1. No application for sanction to settle debts direct will be 
entertained by the Administrator of Hungarian property 
before the debt or debts proposed to be settled have been 
proved through this Department in the prescribed form by 
the British creditor and admitted by the Hungarian Clearing 
Office. 

2. The application for direct settlement must in each case 
be made by the Hungarian debtor through the Hungarian 
Clearing Oftice. 

3. Each application must be accompanied by :— 

(i) A statement in triplicate giving particulars of the 
debt or debts affected by the proposed settlement, 
together with the names and addresses of the Creditors 
and Debtors. 

(ii) Particulars of any property, rights or interests in the 
United Kingdom of Hungarian Nationals affected by 
proposed settlement, together with the name and 
address of the owners and the value of any property, 
rights or interests in the United -Kingdom to be 
released. 

(iii) The written authority and consent of the Hungarian 
owner to the release of his property, rights or 
interests for the purposes of ‘the proposed settlement. 

4. After receipt from the Hungarian Clearing Office of the 
application for permission to make a settlement and before 
the sanction of the Administrator is granted the British 
Creditor shall agree to the following conditions :— 

(i) The British Creditor shall consent in writing to the 
withdrawal of his Proof of Claim and to the abandon- 
ment of his rights through the Clearing Office in the 
form prescribed by the Administrator. 

(ii) The fees payable by the British Creditor to the 
Department towards the expenses of carrying out 
the provisions of the Treaty cf Peace (Hungary) 
Order, 1921, shall be on the following scale, viz. :— 

2} per cent. upon the present value of the cash 
consideration and the value of the property in the 
United Kingdom released from the charge imposed 
by the said Order, and made available for the 
purpose of the settlement. 

(iii) The Administrator shall be entitled to recover the 
fees above referred to out of the property released 


for the purpose of the settlement and to deduct such. 


fees, or any part thereof, from any amount coming 
into his hands for the purpose of the settlement or to 
recover them from the British Creditor as a debt.
